4  Minute  Sermon 

Subject:  Tha  Clinch  Pin. 

Test:  Hold  that  faat  which  thou  hast,  that  SO 
man  tube  thy  crown.  Rev,  till. 

A  common  article  in  machinery  is  the  clinch  pin, 
ar  cottar  pin,  which  is  intended  to  aeearc  the  other 
ports  of  the  machine  and  hold  everything  secure¬ 
ly  ia  its  proper  place.  If  you  have  any  experi¬ 
ence  with  Ua  wheal  of  an  automobile  you  have 
learned  to  know  it  ns  a  necessity  although  a  vary 
small  and  appraratly  insignificant  place  of  tha 
Works.  You  don't  need  to  ba  toll  that  if  it  is  loft 
ctff,  you  may  have  a  vary  fine  angina,  a  handsome¬ 
ly  upholstered  body,  beautifully  painted,  strong 
steal  frame,  good  wheels,  a  battery  will  charged 
aad  pleuaty  of  gasolene;  bat  without  the  clinch 
pin  yon  are  oat  for  a  wrack  sooner  or  later.  It  ia 
one  of  those  uncomely  parts  of  which  Paul  nays 
it  ia  tha  more  aaaaaaary.  It  la  small  aad  blaek 
and  greasy  aad  hidden  away,  bat  it  must-  ba  oa 
the  yob. 

It  la  a  apodal  artiele  about  which  this  text  from 
Revelations  speaks.  John  is  her#  writing  to  tho 
aharah  at  Philadelphia.  It  la  a  good  aharah,  one 
of  two  oat  of  “the  seven  churches’'  for  which 
thara  is  no  rebuke  for  any  wrong  doing.  But  a 
good  church  or  a  good  Christian  needs  a  caution. 
Throe  people  ar*  told  that  ihay  ara  not  going  to  ba 
subjected  to  the  groat  tasting  of  hardships  that 
ig  coming  upon  the  whole  world.  Their  conduct 
has  bean  such  aa  ta  make  that  unnecessary  for 
tham.  Ho  they  begin  to  breath4  easy. 

But— aad  here  ia  where  tha  castion  heeoues  ncc- 
oMary— but  the  very  security  against  Obtward  at- 
tgck,  fearful  persecution  and  hardship,  this  of 
Itself  may  prove  a  danger.  They  may  relax  thair 
jv:p;  they  may  fall  into  easy  ladiffereoee;  they 
-ajay  Iota  the  spirit  af  aggressiveness;  they  may 
fall  lata  aelHsh  contentment,  satisfaction  vith 
them  selves  and  what  they  have  fcine;  they  may  be 
absorbed  la  their  own  local  affairs  and  let  tha 
rfst  af  the  world  and  the  ehurcbea  wag.  Easy  in¬ 
dulgence  and  lax  ease  may  be  aa  real  a  corac  to  a 
cl, arch  or  a  Christ  ion  as  fiery  trials. 

Ho  the  Spirit  bids  John  to  say  to  these  people, 
“Hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man  take 
thv  crown.  ”  The  crown  la  the  full  reward  for  at¬ 
tainment  and  service.  It  ia  the  fall  realization  of 
the  Chriatiaa  life.  We  may  fail  to  atuin  it.  Not 
ev  erybody  does  attain.  The  road  is  long.  We  hare 
a  good  machine.  There  ia  plenty  of  power  from  on 
h(gh.  We  may  draw  on  the  Lord  for  tb*  charging 
of  our  batteries,  and  there  are  filling  stations  in 
hi*  word  for  daily  use.  Hot  don  t  forget  the  clinch 
pin.  There  may  be  mors  than  one  of  them.  Bat 
wc  do  sot  know  of  anything  that  keeps  up  the  mor 
ale  of  tha  Christian  and  the  church,  that  helps  ta 
hold  as  steadfast  to  onr  purpose  and  keep  us  stead¬ 
ily  at  onr  enlarging  tisk  more  than  the  reading 
of  the  denominational  paper.  If  we  are  going  to 
bold  faat  that  which  we  have,  It  we  are  going  lo 
win  la  this  race,  oar  purpose  must  be  kept  taut  by 
the  knowledge  and  inspiration  which  it  brings. 
There  ia  nothing  that  so  holds  the  whole  denomi¬ 
nation  together  and  each  one  to  hia  place  and  pur¬ 
pose  as  this  clinch  pin  of  the  Baptist  Record.

And  one  visa 
means  by  th.>  divlarlty  of  t’hrtst  a  thing  quite  Hif 
fereat  from  what  that  'term  conveys  to  another 
man,  or  embodies  la  his  use  of  tbe  word.

Those  things  are  merely  incidental;  they  do  not 
tell  anything  of  the  aew  man,  what  fir  la  la  him  ■ 
self.  Neither  do  they  kaow  much  by  aaying,  !“I 
am  a  preacher;  ”  “I  am  an  insurance  adjuatap.” 
Th.re  have  been  preachers  who  were  far  from  be¬ 
ing  saintly;  and  there  have  been  insurance  gtea 
who  were  pure  gold.

There  io  *  brief  account  of  many  of  the  worlds 
greatest  preachers.  There  ia  a  fine  analysis  of  his 
work  and  most  practical  suggestion*  of  ways  in 
which  the  pr.-oeher  may  profit  and  improve  his 
preaching.  If  a  man  la  willing  to  read  seriously 
nnd  deserves  to  be  a  better  preacher  this  book 
will  be  helpful.  Bnt  it  ia  no  book  for  lazy  readers.

Neither 
ta  there  the  shock  that  is  sometimes  felt  when  men 
a r*  nt  off  In  tha  middle  of  thalr  daya  and  their 
nedfnlneea.  Dr.  Oamiwell  Was  nearing  the  four 
score  marh,  lacking  only  about  a  month  of  hia 
eightieth  birthday.  He  vas  foil  of  years,  full  of 
honors,  laden  with  the  love  and  adorned  with  the 
admiration  of  hia  Brethren. 

Ha  was  born  in  Sooth  Carolina  bat  came  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi  in  aarly  childhood,  the  family  locating 
near  Pontotoc.  It  was  the  time  when  conditions 
favored  the  development  of  strong  individuality 
and  iadepeailcnee,  and  hia  spirit  responded  to  the 
oaelroameat.  Hia  was  also  a  decidedly  Christian 
.  atmosphere  and  it  became  ble  life.  When  the  war 
between  the  states  began  it  found  an  echo  in  hia 
aoul  sad  ha  leapod  with  eagerness  to  the  eneonnter, 
ovary  imputes  af  hia  heart  making  him  n  soldier. 
He  was  a  stout  la  Leo’s  army  in  Northern  Virginia 
and  St  Gettysburg  won  the  rank  of  captain.  It  vroa 
while  a  soldier  ia  the  Confederate  army  that  he 
mat  the  Virginia  lady  who  became  hie  wife  and 
shared  all  hie  burdens  and  work  and  joy;  and  in¬ 
spired  him  with  a  worthy  ambition. 

Returning  from  the  army  he  was  a  student  for  a 
timo  at  the  t’sirereity  of  Mississippi  and  became 
pastor  at  Oxford.  Heps  he  led  a  straggling  band 
from  aa  iaeonspicuons  place  and  lowly  part  In  the 
work  to  the  possession  of  n  good  honse  and  to  do  a 
worthy  part.  These  were  trying  days,  but  they 
were  dare  that  made  men  and  ont  of  inconspicuous 
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service  like  thiaflm  character  of  great  leadership 
was  formed.  These  were  the  days  of  beginnings  ia 
Mississippi  and  of  reconstruction  in  more  ways  than 
one.  Out  of  it  came  great  men  in  poljtlica  and  in  re¬ 
ligious  work.  8och  men  as  Lamar  mil  George  and 
Walthall  add  Stone  and  Chriaman  in  tlie  stats  were 
matched  by  and  often  associated  Iwtb  great  leaders 
in  religion.  Dr.  Gambrell  was  among  these  both  al 
a  prince  and  a  servant,  a  prince  because  he  wa4 
truly  a  servant  of  the  Master  and  of  (he  people. 

In  this  period  of  reorganization  he  became  th« 
editor  of  the  now  paper,  The  Baptist  Record,  which 
Mississippi  Baptists  undertook  as  necessary  in  thd 
forwarding  of  all  the  work  and  ia  th(  inspiration 
of  our  people.  It  was  published  at  CligtOn  and  Dr. 
Gambrell  as  iti  editor  bad  more  to  do  ^i(h  molding! 
the  opinions  of  our  people  and  leadi 
into  a  larger  field  than  any  other 
state.  He  and  they  were  growing.  H 
leadership  was  such  that  when  a 
launched  for  the  first  endowment  fui 
College,  he  was  the  natural  man  for  tboiwlbrk.  And 
while  the  amount  seems  small  in  comparison  with 
subsequent  efforts,  it  was  for  that  day  4  monument¬ 
al  tank  and  success. 

From  this  Dr.  Gambrell  became  Preaiqept  of  Mer¬ 
cer  University  In  Geosgin,  and  then  gt  different 
times  Editor  end  Mission  Secrstnry  fir  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Texnn.  It  wss  ia  this  time  of  Enlargement 
of  all  Baptist  work  that  hia  real  greatness  began 
to  be  known  abroad.  The  mao  which  i  hod  grown 
within  him  found  his  place  In  the  oxnagiding  work  j 
of  the  denomination,  until  he  became  ’“The  Great 
Commoner”  and  recognized  lender  pwong  kie 
brethren.  His  work  in  Texas  is  often  spoken  of  as  j 
his  greatest  work  and  in  some  wnvs  lit  Is.  His 
spirit  fitted  the  conditions  and  need*!  which  ob-  j 
tained  in  that  great  state.  He  was  niedod  there 
and  he  fully  met  the  need. 

His  fine  qualities  were  outstanding  agd  his  char¬ 
acter  fashioned  upon  a  great  conception  and  a  ! 
great  pattern.  Here  are  some  of  the  (hinge  that  ] 
anybody  could  see  in  him  and  all  would  Admire  and 
desire  to  reproouee. 

His  outstanding  common  sense  ami  balanced 
judgment  made  everybody  willing  to  trost  him.  , 
His  was  the  wisdom  that  cometh  down  mm  above,  j 
that  has  ao  element  of  scifseeking,  no  little  ends  to 
serve,  no  personal  gain  as  its  gool,  bat  in  pure.  For  j 
this  reason  he  eould  see  dearly  and  cot|d  see  far-  . 
(her  than  most  men.  He  could  see  throi&h  »  date-  . 
ment,  a  plan  or  a  man.  He  knew  what  wa$  in  him  or  j 
it.  This  enabled  him  to  be  positive  aid  assured  j 
in  his  convictions  and  bold  in  the  statement  of 
them.  He  did  not  have  to  fesr  results.!  or  correc¬ 
tions.  He  believed,  therefore  he  spoke*  He  wss 
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RIGHTS  OTJBNZM  TO  THE  FLOKMBT 


The  immediate  work  before  Our  churches  sow  is 
soul  saving  in  the  great  summer  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paign.  The  churches  and  the  heart!  of  our  people 
are  turning  with  eagerness  to  the  task.  Every¬ 
body  realizes  that  this  is  the  supreme  work  of 
God's  people,  the  end  for  which  all  plant  and  or¬ 
ganizations  are  formed,  and  without  which  all  dee 
Is  vsnity  and  worse  than  vanity.  Already  s  good 
beginning  has  been  made  by  gracious  meetings  in 
some  of  the  cbnrehes  and  by  the  quickening  re 
eeivod  by  thoie  in  attendance  on  the  School  of 
Evangelism  at  Clinton.  Let  us  praise  God  for  the 
beginning  of  hia  work  knd  pray  earnestly  for  Hit 
favor  now  in  all  the  churches. 


It  is  well  that  the  sprrit  af  co  operation  is  on 
our  people.  For  if  one  can  chase  a  thousand,  shall 
not  two  pnt  ten  thousand  to  flight.  We  ean  help 
one  another  and  pray  for  one  another  while  wa 
press  the  battle  to  the  gate  In  this  common  task. 
Follow  the  reports  published  from  week  to  week 
in  tke  Baptiat  Record  and  don’t  fail  to  join  ear¬ 
nestly  In  prayer  for  all  those  are  seeking  and 
saving  the  loet  in  this  campaign. 

It  is  in  our  hearts  to  say  one  word  to  the  brcth-i 
ren  engaged  in  these  revival  meetings.  Let  us 
•tart  at  the  right  plaee.  Lc  us  get  fixed  In  onr 
minds  the  essential  things  in  a  great  revival.  We 
do  not  want  simply  the  name  of  a  revival.  Wo' 
Want  the  real  thing.  Wo  are  not  after  a  .season  of: 
emotional  enjoymsnt,  a  period  of  effervescent  ex- 
iloratioit*.  but  we  want  the  real  purpose  of  God  ac¬ 
complished.  N 

Now  If  we  know  anything  about  the  meaning  of 
Salvation,  either  from  the  study  of  God's  word 
or  from  experienee  in  evangelistic  work,  it  begins 
and  ends  in  rigbteouauesx.  It  means  that  the  work 
of  Christ  and  the  gospel  of  Christ  is  to  produce 
righteousness  in  men’s  litres  sad  in  the  whole 
earth.  There  is  no  greater  word  In  the  Bible,  and 
no  grestor  thing  in  the  World  than  righteousness. 
We  do  not  know  how  a  preacher  eould  do  better 
than  take  ap  the  study  of  the  word  ia  (he  Bible 
and  preach  a  series  of  aetmona,  preach  repeatedly 
on  righteousness.  All  other  words*  all  othe*  preach-  . 
lng  is  preparatory  to  and  I  in  order  to  this  one. 
Grace  and  faith  are  in  ordrr  to  righteousness,  and 
they  are  spurious  if  they  do  not  produce  it. 

The  prophecies  that  went  before  concerning  the 
Christ  set  this  truth  in  tke  forefront.  ’’Isaiah  is 
very  bold”  in  this  matter,  ‘'Judgment  also  will  I 
lay  to  the  line  and  righteousness  to  the  pluiumot.” 

*•  Righteousness  ahall.be  the  girdle  if  bis  loins. 


‘‘Zion  shall  bo  redeemed  with  judgment  sad  her 
ITlshter  whether  born  that  wav  or  itjdeveloped  converts  with  ri(rhteouenesa."  ”W.tb  rlghteous- 
in  him  from  nccessitv.  His  expirieneela.  a  Com-  ness  shall  he  judge  the  pogr.”  “The  eon.umi.tlon 

decreed  shall  overflow  with  righleOusoeaa.”  “The 
;  Inhabitants  of  tho  world  will  learn  righteousness.” 
"Until  the  Spirit  be  poured  upon  us  from  on  high, 
and  the  wildernesa  shall  be  a  fruitful  field,  and  the 
fruitful  field  be  counted  for  a  forest,  then  judg¬ 
ment  shall  dwell  In  the  waderncss,  and  righteous¬ 
ness  remain  in  the  fruitful  field.  Aud  the  work  of 
righteousness,  quietness  and  assurance  forever.” 

,  To  quote  all  on  this  line  would  bo  to  repeat  a  good 
portion  of  the  Bible. 

And  when  we  come  to  tho  New  Testament  there 
"is  not  less  emphasis  on  righteousness  but  rather 
more.  The  angel  said  of  Jssus,  “  Tbon  .halt  call 
i  his  name  Jesus,  for  he  it  is  shall  save  hia  people 
from  their  sins.  We  often  quote  the  following 
scripture  but  too  seldom  Unger  on  the  word 
righteousness:  Seek  first  the  Kingdom  of  Oml  and 
his  righteousness.' '  Jesus  promised  that  the  Spirit, 
tho  Holy  Spirit  would  ''  Qonvlct  of  sin  sad  of 
righteousness.”  And  Paul  said  "The  kingdom  of 
God  h  Righteousness  and  peace  sad  joy  in  the 
Holy  8pirit.”  Jesus  said,  ‘‘Except  roar  righteous¬ 
ness  shell  exceed  that  of  the  scribes  yc  shall  in  no 
wise  enter  the  kingdom.”  “Judgment  and  right¬ 
eousness  are  the  foundation  of  his  throne.’1  “A 
sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy  king- 
dore.”  ’ 

These  might  be  multiplied.  If  we  are  to  have  a 
great  revival  It  must  begin  by  blasting  for  a  food 
foundation  of  righteousness.  We  will  never  rail

None  of  these  characterizations  of  hint  would  bo 
truo,  and  none  of  them  would  be  possible  without 
that  which  lay  back  of  them  all  and  sufBined  them 
all,  his  geauine  Christian  faith.  To  bin*  the  faith 
of  Christ  was  not  a  tradition  but  an  Experience. 
Ho  knew  the  Lord  and  walked  with  him*  To  him 
the  Lord  Jesus  was  wisdom  and  strength  and 
righteousness.  Today  a  long  procession  *4th  bowed 
heads  thank  God  for  his  life  and  mourn  fir  the  lore 
which  bis  going  brings  us.  Wg  shall  aifes  his  fa¬ 
miliar  voice  and  faee  in  all  onr  work,  j  Today  a 
glad  company  welcomes  him  on  the  etlicq  side  who 
here  were  his  co-laborers,  friends,  brethren  and 
loved  ones.  We  thank  God  for  his  safe  leadership 
and  his  large  vision,  his  conquering  faitlj.

AM  EZPBBIMBNT  IK  AKABCHUM 


A  common  subject  of  remark  nowadays  ia  the  in¬ 
security  of  kings  and  the  uncertainty  of  monar¬ 
chy.  But  the  teating  of  government!  ia  not  con¬ 
fined  to  one  kind  or  class.  The  testing  process  la 
going  the  rounds  of  the  whole  world,  and  no  form 
of  government ’ia  exempt.  Every  one  of  them  ia 
gsing  to  have  to  prove  its  right  to  live  and  its 
ability  to  maintain  itself. 

In  some  reapceta  Orest  Britain  has  one  pf  the 
most  democratic  forma  of  government  in  the  world, 
being  a  monorchy  only  in  name,  nnd  the  king  being 
n  harmless  figurehead  who  has  been  handed  down 
from  former  generations.  It  seems  leas  trgqble  to 
suffer  him  than  to  dispossess  him.  And  yet  Great 
Britain  is  today  undergoing  a  severe  ordeal  be¬ 
cause  of  economic  and  industrial  unrest  whieh 
threatens  the  very  existence  of  the  empire. 

The  condition  it  not  so  acute  in  this  country,  but 
we  have  come  close  enough  to  the  chasm  on  one 
or  two  occasions  to  make  ua  to  know  that  the 
greatest  and  beat  republic  the  world  ever  saw  has 
ao  guarantee  of  immunity  from  peril.  There  have 
been  times  when  a  threatened  strike  eouief  have 
paralysed  tvary  industry  ia  the  land  and  (geeipl- 
tated  anarchy. 

The  imperfections  of  government  and  thn  inade¬ 
quacy  of  present  or  past  legislation  make  some  to 
raise  the  question  whether  the  government  does 
more  harm  or  good.  Not  every  advocate  of  nnar- 
ehy  has  been  a  xml  handed  enemy  of  the  race, 
tome  of  them  have  been  men  who  carried  to  ft*  lit¬ 
eral  and  full  application  the  oft  quoted  maxim  that 
•  <»h#  people  aro  the  beat  governed  who  are  the 
least  governed.”  If  that  statement  were  accept¬ 
ed  without  limitation*,  it  means  nothing  more  or 
lean  than  anarchy,  that  ia  ao  government. 

Before  we  leap  to  n  conclusion  like  that,  there 
is  a  period  in  the  Bible  history  that  eoold  bo 
studied  as  a  warning,  the  period  known  as  thje  time 
of  the  judges.  The  character  of  that  age  ia  ignifi- 
eaatiy  summed  up  in  the  expression,  twies  repeat¬ 
ed:  “la  those  daye  there  was  no  king  in  tarsal; 
every  ra*a  did  that  whieh  was  right  ia  hfc  owm 
eyes. ’ '  There  was  no  central  government;  there 
were  no  common  of  fleers,  hardly  officers  at  .all  in 
tha  sense  we  now  use  the  word;  no  methods  Uf  pun¬ 
ishing  crime  except  at  they  were  improvised  men 
who  were  called  elders,  or  leading  men  in  the  com¬ 
munity  because  of  age  or  experience  or  family  con¬ 
nection.  It  ate  a  go  as  you  please  state  ofjhinga. 
The  ”  judgee”  were  men  or  wonsea  whom  rnq-rgen- 
etes  and  necessities  brought  temporarily  tf  the 
front,  and  wbo  by  reeog nixed  force  of  character, 
military  eueeeeaea  or  religions  influence  exerted, 
n  limited  menaure  of  authority.  They  wera  them¬ 
selves  tha  proof  of  the  impossibility  and  inipracti 
eability  of  this  bast  effort  at  anarchy. 

Conditions  were  more  favorable  to  anarchy  than 
ever  before  or  aiaee.  The  people  had  had  a  nation¬ 
al  religions  experience  which  ought  to  have  aaved 
them  from  erime.  They  reeog  nixed  Jehomh  as 
their  king,  and  hia  law  as  the  guide  of  theik  con¬ 
duct.  If  they  bad  beea  eireameiaed  ia  be»r<  .that 
would  have  been  sufficient.  But  man  being  what 
he  in,  a  civil  government  ie  a  necessity.  The  more 

turbulent  and  uncontrollable  tbe  elements  ff  so¬ 
ciety,  tbe  stronger  tbe  government  needs  to  be. 
Tha  ideal  state  when  “peace  shall  be  thy  officers 
and  righteousness  thine  exactors"  will  only  arrive 
when  men's  hearts  are  changed.  Until  thin  wa 
need  to  pray  for  those  in  authority  and  held  ia 
high  regard  the  men  who  administer  the  law.  Not 
yet  baa  the  kingdom  of  tkia  world  become  tbs 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  his  Christ.

Those  who  perpared  the  litera¬ 
ture  did  not  know  that  the  offering  was  to  be  a 
part  of  the  campaign,  consequently  they  naked  that 
the  amour C  be  sent  to  the  Education  Board.  This 
is  a  mistake.  In  order  for  your  church  to  be  credit¬ 
ed  for  the  offering  on  that  day.  It  will  be  neceteary 
for  you  to  send  the  offering  direct  to  B.  B.  Gun  tor 
Jackson,  Mississippi 

It  will  be  well  to  set  some  goal  for  your  collec¬ 
tions.  By  doiag  so  your  offering  will  be  larger. 
Thia  will  help  you  along  on  the  campaign.  Tha 
amount  will  not  be  credited  on  individual  pledges, 
but  will  be  credited  on  the  qnota  of  yoar  church. 

Third,  the  Sunday  School  Normals  are  to  be  one 
of  the  important  features  of  our  summer  work.

Thin  is  just  *»  important  as  any  other 
phaae  of  tha  work.  I^Hia  kind  of  a  re  viral  meet¬ 
ing  which  leaves  thia  out  entirely  will  not  last  vary 
long.  It  'la  Importahf  that  we  enlist  at  many  of 
our  people  ia  tithing  an  possible.  This  ia  good  tor 
the  ehurrh,  for  the  cause  aad  for  the  individual 
contributor.  It  has  Ueca  said  that  no  Christina 
has  ever  come  to  hie  ((eathbed  sad  has  said  that 
the  promises  of  Christ  were  false.  Wa  have  aevwr 
knows  oae  who  tithet)  systematically,  for  many 
yean  who  has  aaid  that  God  a  promises  to  those 
who  hoaor  him  with  tbfir  substance  were  false.  If 
yeu  hare  not  tried  it,  4o  ao  and  render  yoar  teotl- 
mony. 

Fifth,  emphasise  the  importance  of  paying  cam¬ 
paign  pledgee  weekly  of  monthly.  The  way  to  bo 
np  is  to  keep  up.  The-feceipts  for  May  wore  310,- 
080.98.  The  receipts  fgr  June  to  date  aro  M, SOL¬ 
OS.

Bom*  Should  Mot  Marry 

Common  sense  and  honesty  tells  ns  that  there  are 
oon.e  people  that  ought  not  to  mnrry,  and  those 
or*  people  that  have  a  vicious  disease.  Perhaps 
the  legislature  ought  to  pass  a  low  requiring  n  bill 
of  health  along  with  the  license.  Rut  my  business 
hr  to  tell  people  directly  that- if  they  hare  some 
dea  l'v,  contagious  aad  blighting  diseaae,  then  they 
aught  not  to  impooe  themselves  on  some  life  com¬ 
panion,  amt  they  ou(ht  set  to  briag  children  Into 
the  world.  I  knew  a  man  with  tuberculosis  to 
amrry  a  lovelv  young  girl,  and  she  nursed  him  a 
ye  it  nr  two  antll  be  dlfd  aad  then  she  took  down 
pttifully  for  a  yea*  *r  two  herself  and  died,  aud 
thro  the  little  child  began  to  grow  pale  aud  thta 
aad  emaciated  sad  finally  Itself  died.  I  sav  that 
If  there  he  a  doubt  «l>*ut  your  physical  condition 
you  should  consult  a  reputable  physician  as  to  your 
fttaoss  to  mnrry.  Uod'a  sixth  commandment  saya 
••Thou  shall  not  kill,”  and  It  applies  to  the  woman 
yo*  say  yon  lore  or  that  love*  you  as  well  as  it  ap¬ 
plies  to  sum*  person  you  might  hate,  and,  to  en¬ 
large  the  commend,  I  would  soy.  “Thou  ohalt  not 
bring  I  a  jar  v  or  blight  or  premature  death  upon  a 
woman.”  A  very  eatentehing  thing  is  that  there  la 
aet  a  man  la  Mississippi  that  woold  deliberately 
marry  a  woman  that  was  known  to  have  some  vile 
disease,  and  yet  there  are  a  thousand  men  having 
tr,  abominable  diseaae  that  will  deliberately

Wfl  ydn  1  man  >*  under  obligation  to  be  honest  in 
marrying  matter#  aa  well  aa  in  money  matter*.

He 
wi»f«  you  te  live  In  peace.  But  remember  that 
yon  sis  to  live  your  Christian  life,  no  matter  with 
whom  you  Hr*  aad  as  matter  in  what  eireumatanecs 
you  nr*  placed.  New  lleten  very  closely  to  what  I 
say  The  Bible  tells  yon  that  you  are  to  serve  Ood

Wives  Before  Parents 

Tethtaf  about  preeodeats,  Bible  instruction  is 
that  a  moa  should  clear*  I*  his  wife  even  If  he  is 
obliged  lo  leave  hi*  father  and  bis  mother.  Now 


there  are  many  hornet  where  this  it  rot  necessary. 

.  .As  you  all  recall,  there  was  the  d  mother  aad 
Mother-in-law  that  We  hurled  a  eourie  of  months 
ago,  who  bad  lived  with  her  ton  aa  1  daughter  in¬ 
law  for  eighteen  year*.  She  whs  of  such  a  rwoet 
disposition  and  that  daughter-in-law  was  so  good 
and  kind  ia  her  way#  that  they  all  lived  together 
that  long  time.  But  there  are  com  t  folks  that 
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esqm  rated  yon,  but  ”  until  death  „<l*  ye0 


could  not  get  along  that  well.  Therf  ar*  mothers- 
in-law  and  daughters-in-law  that  eaji't  get  aloag 
together  at  all,  and  the  coaimand  td  the  husband 
la  the  rase  it  for  him  to  leave  his  father  aad  moth¬ 
er  and  to  cleave  to  bit  wife.  A  au|i  duty  It  to 
take  hit  wife  to  another  town  if  accessary  or  even 
to  another  state.  Now,  ia  the  oriental  countries 
the  custom  Is  for  the  daughter  ia-law  to  become  the 
servant  and  the  dredge  of  all  her  hiehand'a  fam¬ 
ily.  But  the  Savior  reverted  that.  I^e  taught  that 
the  man’#  wife  should  come  first  wit  If  the  man  aad 
the  reason  wai  that  they  two  were  do  more  twain 
but  oae  flesh. 

Separation  aad  Divorce, 

V 

The  Bible  allows  separation  whenever  necessary 
and  for  many  reasons  but  allows  dii’ore*  and  re¬ 
marriage  for  only  one  reason,  namelir  fornication. 
.The  Savior  said  that  whoever  put  Jway  his  wife 
save  for  the  cause  of  fornication  aa|  married  an¬ 
other  committed  adultery.  There  la  pn  Baptist  or 
Methodist  or  Presbyterian  preaeber  tlat  I  know  of 
that  will  marry  a  couple  one  of  whoni  bae  been  ua- 
■erlpturally  divorced.  However,  I  wi*  saying  that 
tbe  Bible  allowed  separation  for  niaitv  reasons,  I 
have  often  thought  that  if  I  were  a  whman  I  would 
not  live  with  a  man  that  mistreated  sue  or  abused 
me.  For  instance,  If  be  should  l.cat  me,  I  would 
then  tell  him  that  he  had  broken  lift  marriage  vow, 
la  whleh  he  promised  to  honor  me,  land  I  would 
leave  him.  I  do  not  think  I  woulti  live  with  a 
Rfunknrd.  J  know  you  don't  have  to,  rither  by 
God's  law  or  man’s.  Tbe  Bible  aaysan  such  eases 
that  you  do  not  know  that  you  will  lever  be  able 
to  save  him  and  that  you  are  not  gouud  to  him 
ia  such  a  rase.  Now  it  does  not  vontmand  yon  to 
leave  him,  hut  says  that  you  may  dp  sos  But  Is 
■ays  that  if  you  leave  him  yon  are  sllll  to  remain 
unmarried  or  else  to  be  reconciled  to  1dm. 

The  Marriage  Vows 

Then  there  are  the  marriage  vowsi  I  must  re¬ 
mind  you  what  they  ore,  because  wh«i  you  young 
folks  get  married  and  tbe  eeremony  js  being  per¬ 
formed  you  will  be  so  scared  that  foa  will  not 
know  what  the  preacher  i*  saying.  I  jwa*  recently 
marrying  a  couple  and  aaked  the  yodng  man  the 
usual  question,  namely,  If  he  would  tape  the  young 
lady  whose  hand  he  held  to  be  hia  wed|cd  wife,  but 
though  he  looked  me  straight  ia  the]  face  he  did 
not  say  a  word.  I  repeated  the  questiub.  He  never 
took  his  eyes  off  me  but  still  answrr-a  not  a  word. 
Hit  thoughts  doubtless  were  miles  awaf.  Tht  third 
time  emphatically  1  refloated  the  quit  ion  asking 
him  if  he  would  have  the  young  Indy  ui  his  wedded 
wife,  and  the  young  lady  herself  beranje  so  nervous 
that  she  cried  ont  herself  “  Yes,  yes,  f  for  him.  I 
am  not  (bre  that  he  ever  did  answer.

That  does  not  agree  with  a  lot  of 
running  around  that  we  tee,  does  it  j  Thea  yon 
promise  to  “love,  honor  and  cherlahl”  I  think 
one  of  the  meanest  of  all  men  ia  any  Aimmunlty  U 
a  man  that  will  not  support  his'  wife  pad  children. 
The  Scriptures  speak  of  a  man  that,  saying  that 
even  though  he  profess  te  be  a  Chria  Liao,  yet  he 
really  has  denied  the  faith  and  la  w<  rac  than  an 
unbeliever,  in  other  word*  is  nothing  but  aa  old 
hypoerit,  pur#  and  simple.  I  tell  yod  brother,  11 
you  married  a  woman  aad  brought  <  liildrea  Into 
this  world  and  now  don't  support  th  >m,  you  are 
not  on  your  way  to  heaven,  aad,  nnleai  you  change 
car*  you  never  will  get  there.  No  m  itter  if  yoa 
don  t  love,  that  wife,  or  don ’t  love  th  me  children, 
yet  yon  are  duty  bound  to  support  th  m.  At  the 
marriage  altar  yoa  promised  to  “lov<  honor  and 
cherish”  her,  and  to  do  it  “ until  do:  b  separated 
yoa.”  You  did  not  promise  to  do  it  u  itil  “hate” 
Separated  you,  or  until  “iacomputabl  Ity  of  tem- 


Let^ae  tell  you  that  uahappv  couples  can  mgtr 
themselves  late  happy  maples.  I>o  you  know  wb,t 
•  happiness  ia  wedded  life  If  founded  oaf  It’  i, 
founded  oa  love.  Biehes  wont  make  it  aor  edues- 
tloa  aor  health  aor  beauty,  but  love  ia  wedded  life 
make*  happiness.  Xow  love  saa  be  cultivated.  I 
saw  a  little  babe  brought  to  this  town,  homeless 
sad  poor  aad  this  aad  emaciated  ami  pale,  and  I 
aaw  a  good  -woman  take  H  aad  furnish  It  with  g#ed 
rich  milk  aad  nursing  nad  clothes,  dad  now  it  i* 
ore  of  th#  prettiest  aad  plumpest  little  girls' ia 
towa.  Love  can  bo  cultivated  that  way.  It  rtitr 
be  n*W  thin  aad  poor  aad  pale  and  practirMly 
dead,  but  yoa  can  revive  it  and  make  It  flourihh. 
Howl  Why,  the  way  to  cultivate  love  1«  to  do 
things  fur  oae  another.  You  know  the  law  that 
th#  Creator  made  for  a*,  namely,  that  where  eye r 
we  place. I  treasure  there  would  our  heart  be.  Well, 
Invest  some  treasure  la  that  wlf#  or  hatband  of 
your*,  torn#  treasure  of  time,  thought,  attentlhn, 
flattery— yet  flsttery.

WHAT  H  CHRISTIANITY? 

Last  week  we  called  attention  to  tbe  present-day 
nignlficance  of  this  question,  but  did  not  ‘attempt 
an  answer.  This  week  we  Indicate  tbo  right  answer. 
In  seeking  an  answ.-r  to  (his  question  we  hre  sore 

to  go  aotroy  if  we  overlook  the  fact  that  it  h  purely 
historical  question.  It  ia  not  to  be  confused  with 
the  question,  What  is  tbe  true  er  ideal  ruligleaf 
Conceivably  Christianity  may  be  false  and  its  in¬ 
fluence  degrading,  but  that  should  not  b.>  ta^cn  lute 
consideration  In  determining  whet  it  is.  tow  can 
we  discuss  He  truth  or  ite  value  until  We  know 
what  it  Ut  The  question,  Whgt  in  Christianity? 
differ*  not  at  all  ia  kiad  from  aarh  questions  as, 
What  ia  Pragmatism  I  And  we  should  fellow  the 
same  method  ia  getting  the  aasscor  for  it  ds  w  <  do 
ia  getting  the  answer  to  tbe  other  questions.  When, 
for  instance,  Professor  Macintos,  of  Yale  -Divinity 
School,  argue*  that  eertaia  alleged  Christian  doc¬ 
trines  are  not  truly  Christian  beaus*  they  lire  irra 
tioaal  aad  immoral, -be  confuses  the  historisal  ques¬ 
tion,  What  i*  Christianity f  with  the  rational  ques¬ 
tion,  What  is  true?  and  the  ethical  quest  mb.  What 
ia  moral  f  Tbe  outcome,  of  course,  ia  that  he  re¬ 
jects  as  uu  Christian  whatever  ia  sut  of  harmony 
with  his  personal  conception  of  wbat  ia  [rational 
and  moral.  We  are  fully  persuaded  that  nil  that 
entar*  Into  Christianity  ia  rational  and  moral,  when 
these  words  are  given  their  proper  content,  but 
it  is  quite  unwarranted  to  proceed  on  this  assuaip 
ion  ia  asr.rtuining  what  Christianity  lv  What 
would  it  be  thought  if  we  argued  that  certain  ideas 
are  no  truly  liarwaniim  because,  ia  our  jildgmun’. 
they  are  irrational  aqd  immoral  1  Historical  qncs 
that  cannot  be  unawered  by  gn  appeal  to  philoso¬ 
phy;  they  must  be  answered  by  an.  appeal  toi  history. 

It  I*  son  .-times  assumed  that  we  ran  Obtain  n 
sufficient  exact  answer  \o  this  question  l^y  ascer¬ 
taining  whnt  is  common  to  nil  thos  who  bpv*  pro¬ 
fessed  and  sailed  tbtmaelvas  Christians,  what  h»< 
been  held  ia  eommsn  bviag  regarded  as  tasontial 
and  what  has  not  be.n  held  in  common  In-inf  re¬ 
garded  aa  noa-eaaentiad.  Suppose,  however,  that 
nay  eoasidrrable  a  urn  her  of  those  who  hgv*  pro¬ 
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fessed  and  railed  themselves  Christians  were  not 

really  Christie*  in  thought  or  life.  Then  what 
has  been  held  in  eommon  would  contain  nothing  spe¬ 
cifically  Christian.'  But  tven  if  we  assume  that  ail 
thoee  who  have  called  themselves  Christiana  were 
really  such,  this  method  would  only  givt  us  the 
minimum  of  Christianity;  otherwise  those  who  have 
professed  the  most  atteauated  forma  of  Christianity 
of  which  we  have  any  knowledge  would  bo  exclud¬ 
ed.  It  would  ac.-m  clear,  therefore,  that  If  we  are 
to  obtain  anything  like  an  adeqaute  answer  to  our 
question,  we  must  confine  oor  attention  more  espe¬ 
cially  to  those  Christiana  who  have  held  somewhat 
rolaely  to  type.  1/  there  bj  no  aucb  thing  SI  a 
fundamental  type  of  Christianity,  then  it  must  b* 
confessed  that  Christianity  ia  a  word  without  def- 
laita  content,  and  so  a  word  into  which  men  pour 
whatever  content  may  snit  their  convenience.  In 
that  case  the  question,  What  is  Christianity »  ia 
meaningless.  We  can  no  more  answer  it  than  we 
can  answer  the  question,  What  ia  tbs  sit*  of  n 
circle  T 

If,  however,  w*  proceed  on  ths  assumption* — 
both  of  which  we  believe  to  be  well  supported— 
that  Christianity  it  an  historical  religion  having 
•  dafiniit*  beginning  ia  the  life,  teaching*  aad 
work  of  Joauus  Christ  from  whom  it  obtaiaad  its 
ip.cific  contest,  and  that,  broadly  speaking,  it  has 
not  departed  from  type,  and  when  it  has  more  or 
lew  departed  has  shown  a  strong  teadsuey  to  re¬ 
turn  to  type,  we  ought  not  to  experience  a  great 
deal  of  difficulty  ia  aacertaiaing  the  anxw.-r  to 
our  questing.  With  the  real  historical  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  Chriatiainty  before  us — with  a  Nvw  Testa¬ 
ment  in  one  hand  and  a  history  of  the  Christian 
ehureh  in  the  other — we  are  dull  of  understanding 
If  we  do  not  perceive  that  Christianity  1*  a  spe¬ 
cific  religion,  that  It  ia  a  redemptive  religion,  that 
it  ia  (hat  particular  redemptive  religion  that  offers 
salvation  through  th*  expiatory  death  of  Jesus 
Christ.  As  Dr.  Warfield  put  It:  “Christianity  la 
a  redemptive  religion,  having  as  it*  fundamental 
presupposition  the  fact  of  sin,  left  both  a  guilt 
and  n  pollution,  and  offrriug  as  its  eeutral  good, 
from  which  all  other  goods  proceed,  aalvatin  from

hlodern  Liberalism  admits  that  this  is  whtu 
Christianity  has  ail  but  universally  meant  to  It* 
■  adherents.  It  maintains,  however,  that  almost  its 
entire  historical  manifestation  bas  be.-n  a  depart¬ 
ure  from  type,  that  tbe  “religion  of  Jesus’’  was 
immediately  after  bit  death  transformed  by  the 
“faith  of  tbe  primitive  comm  unity,’’  aad  this  in 
turn  by  the  theological  construction  of  Paul;  so 
ttut  i(  is  Paulinism  rather  than  Christianity  with 
wuich  church  history  concerns  its.-lf,  sinee  it  >s 
jmly  recently,  thanks  to  “  liberalism, ' '  tkat  true 
Ch.ist lenity  has  been  recovered.  A  sounder  eebol- 
arnhip,  however,  has  abundantly  shown  tbe  untena- 
bleuoas  of  this  representation  of  jarly  church  hi*- 
tqry.  There  1*  no  such  line  of  cleavage  between 
Paul  anj  the  primitive  Chrietians  er  between  tbe 
primitive  Christiana  and  Jerna.  In  tbs  mind  of 
Jesus  as  well  us  In  tbe  mind*  of  the  primitive 
Christians,  sud  in  tbe  minds  of  the  primitive 
Christians  as  well  ns  in  the  mind  of  Paul,  tbe  reli¬ 
gion  that  ll^foundod  is  a  redemptive  religion  ecu- 
tiring  in  tbe  cross  as  in  atoning  sacrifice. 

We  may  or  we  may  not  like  such  n  religion.  We 
may  areepi  it,  or  We  may  reject  it.  We  may  regard 
it  us  rational  or  irrational.  We  mya  think  it  moral 
or  immoral.  We  may  value  it  aa  our  chief  treasure, 
as  that  without  which  we  would  be  utterly  undone, 
or  w:  may  regard  it  as  without  value  or  even  aa  a 
thing  to  be  gotten  rid  of  because  positively  hai%- 
ful.  Be  <ur  judgment  of  it  whaf  it  may,  true  or 
false,  valuable  or  worthless,  it  ia  utterly  futile, 
however,  to  deny  that  this  is  tbe  sort  of  religion 
Christianity,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is. — Th*  Presby¬ 
terian.
